Illiam Lord Buſſe! having been Impeached of High:Treaſon,' 
for Confpiring the Death of the King, . to Leavy War, and 
2. miſerable S]aughter'to make among{t the Subyjets of: our 
Soveraign Lord the. King, heavas thereupon: Apprehend- 

| ed and Committed Priſoner tothe Tower, where he conti- 

nued nll THe 13th of Faly, ar whar tine tn-wag-brovyht—rofthe-Hid-Buley, 
where an Indictmant of Hligh-Treaſon being foundagaiaſt him, and he upon 
his Arraignment Pleading Not Gnilty, was brought upon his Tryal, . and after 
he had made his challenges of the Jury, he was put upon his Trya}: The Ex- 
ception for that, that the Fury were not Freeholders, being over-ruled by the ' 
Court, after the Arguments of Councel on both fides had been heard ad CON- 
ſidered; fo that the Evidence being opened by Mr. North, Mr. Attorney Ge- 
neral,” Mr. Serjeant Feferies, Sc: cach of them "aying open the heinous In- 
gratitude of the Conipiracy againſt the Lite of ſo good a Prince, and nor 
only againſt him, bur to the {ubveryon of the Government, and deſtru&tion 
of His Majeſties good Subjects, requiring them to conſider of what-fatal 
conſequence the Conlpiracy would have been had it taken afte&: To prove 
which, Collonel Rumſey was called and Sworn, who gave Evideuce, That 

the Lord Ruſſe! had been at a Conſult. in'the: Houſe of one Mr. Shepheard a 

Merchant, in the Parith of St. Miles Baſleſhawe, and that he was ſent thither 

by theEarl of Shaſtsbury, to inquire what the Lords, wzz. the Duke of Mox- 

mouth, the Lord Grey, the Lord Ruſſe/ and others there convened, intended 

as to the general In{urreton ? who told him, That the Earl muſt be con- 

tented, for as much as Mr. Trenchard of Summerſet-ſkire had deceived them, 
in not having in readineſs the 1000 Foot and 4co Horſe he had promiled to 
raiſe, having ſent Letters to certify them, that the people of the Country 
could not be brought to action at to ſhort a warning as was given; for that 
they muſt proyide tor their Fimilies &reTthey'entred upon fo dangerous a de. 
ſign as 7 general Injurrection ; andy that when this Meſſuage was brought, 
and the Anſwer returned, the Lord this day Executed ſeemed no ways to 
con 
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rontradiftit , nor diſlenting- frorft it; and” that the Infurre&tion was to have 
been on 'the 19th of Nattter, had not the diſappointment happencd, which 
untngedth2whole fabridk of the as to that time. 'It was hkewile 
Sworn againſt him, that by'one Mr. Sheepherd a Merchani, that Mr. Ferga- 
gaſon came to his Houfe to beſpeak-aRoom in the Name of the Duke of Mon- 
mouth and divers other Lords, of which number, when they came, and that 
by Night in-the Secreteſt wiſe, the Ford Ruſſel was one, and that a Declarati- 
on in his hcaring was read, to palliate the horrid a&tion under pretence of 
Grievances, again{t which the faid Lord objected nothing, but appeared ccn- 
jenting to/it. The Lord Howard of Eſcrick opened the Plot in all its cixcum- 
ſtances, declaring the Lord Ruſſel had been in it from the original, tothe beft 
of . his knowledge'; but,rhat Shaftgbury had been' the gregteit contriver and 
carryer of it on, and that he himſelf had been at two Conſults, viz. at Mr, $;d- 
mFres and at Mr. Zanbdens the younger, when the Lord Ruſſe! was preſent; 
and where without/contfoul, divers matters relating to the Conſpiracy were 
agreed upon, none then in the Altembly diſſenting ; and that when they de- 
parted they went two and two together, giving divers other particulars in 
Evicence. 7 

Upon this Evidenee the , Lord Ruſſe!, notwithſtanding fome weak defences 
made, was found Guilty of . High-Treaſon, and the next day : rought to the 
Barr, where he received Sentence as followeth, viz. To return to the place 
from whence he came, from thence to be drawn upon a Hurdle to the place of Exe- 
cation; there 'to be Hanged by the Neck, and then cut down alive, his * P rivy- 
Members to be cut off,” Bowels to be taken out and burnt before his Face, his Headjo 
be ſevered from bis Bodys and bis Body to be devided into four Quarters, and to 
be diſpoſed of. at the pleaſure of the King. This Sentence paſſed, notwithſtand- 
ing divers objections made,” that what was ſworn againſt him would not a- 
mount to-more-than-Mifpmbon; He was this day-conveyed by a ftrong 
Guard to Lincobns-Inn-Freld, where a Scaffold was prepared tor his Execution, 
he having, . during the intervene, continued very penitent, and not appeared 
over-free' in Diſcourſe to ſuch» as came to viſit .him. Being mounted the 
:3caffold, he exprefled much forrow for his fins, often extending his hands 
towards Heaven;-defiring forgiveneſs both of God and Men, requiring the 
Prayers of all good Chriftians, with divers other expreſſions : Aiter which, 
laying down lus Hcad, he had it at two blows ſtricken oft by the Execu-- 
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
